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Completion of 
bypass means 
more mapping, 
maintenance . . . 
and cost for 
fiscal court 

A few years ago when mandatory mapping and addressing came 
about due to 911 service requirements, a lot of roads were named or 
renamed and everyone received numerical addresses to aid in several 
services, including mail delivery, emergency services and more. 

Now, with the completion of the new Albany/127 Bypass, the 
number of added roads into the county road system is requiring simi¬ 
lar work in making sure all off roads from the bypass, no matter the 
size, will be required to have a specific name and, where residents 
are located, a special address attached with their homes or business. 

During last week’s meeting of Clinton County Fiscal Court, 911 
Mapping and Addressing coordinator Andy Davis discussed those 
mapping and addressing issues with court members. He showed 
them on computer, several added roads off the bypass that will re¬ 
quire specific road names and addresses mandated to be placed on 
the county’s official mapping system. 

The maps revealed specific roads that will be the responsibility of 
the state to maintain, as well as roads that are now in the county road 
system, as well as private driveways. 

Davis told the court he had tried to go around to all the roads 
to see what name should be attached, saying some were done but

Bogus invoice for books 
quickly spotted by local 
school finance officials 

Attorney General Jack Conway, the Kentucky Department of Ed¬ 
ucation, and the Better Business Bureau (BBB) are joining together 
to warn Kentucky school districts to be vigilant of a scam targeting 
schools throughout the country. 

The scam, which has been the subject of national news in the past 
week, has made it’s way into the Clinton County School system but 
was quickly spotted as bogus before any local funds were paid outl 

“Schools are receiving invoices for textbooks they didn’t order,” 
Attorney General Conway said. “It’s troubling that scammers are 
preying on schools and attempting to steal taxpayer money used to 
pay for the resources needed to help educate our children. We want 
every school in Kentucky to be aware of these fraudulent invoices so 
that they can quickly identify and report them.” 

The scammers attempted to pull their illegal actions here in Clin¬ 
ton County, according to Mike Reeves, Finance Director of the Clin¬ 
ton County School District. 

Reeves confirmed that the schools had received the exact same 
fake invoice from Scholastic School Supply in late August but it was 
immediately red fiagged and reported by Doug Spears, Secretary II at 
Clinton County High School. The invoice, which was sent through

Fiscal court meeting 
moved to EMS facility 

Although the date and time was unchanged, the Clinton County 
Fiscal Court conducted a special”meeting last Thursday evening, 
September 18 due to the location of the 50-minute session being 
changed from the courthouse to the Clinton County Emergency Ser¬ 
vices building. All members were present for the meeting, which saw 
a variety of issues covered. 

The court first approved the monthly treasurer’s report, fund 
transfers, including from the Occupational Tax to the ambulance 
service, receipts and expenditures and second reading of a budget 
amendment adding $188,000 in carryover funds from last year to the 
current fiscal year budget. 

Gail Fryman with the local health department then presented the 
tax rates that had been approved by the Lake Cumberland District 
Board of Health for the 2015 year, those being at 3.5 cents per $100 
assessed value on real and personal property. Fryman said the rates 
have been the same for the past eight years. A motion to approve the 
rate passed by unanimous vote. 

The court also voted to accept the Soil Conservation District’s

New headquarters will put Albany 
Fire Department in first class ‘digs’ 


The new Albany Fire 
Department Headquarters is 
nearly complete and will house 
new amenities that will be 
beneficial to firefighters now and 
in the future. 

The building is located 
between Twin Lakes Family 
Wellness Center and the EMS 
building off U.S. Hwy 127, 
across from the Clinton County 
High School. 

Albany Fire Chief Robert 
Roeper said he can’t express 
enough how great this building 
will be for Albany and Clinton 
County. 

In October, Roeper said the 
fire department is planning on 
having a ribbon cutting ceremony 
complete with refreshments. The 
ceremony is open to the public 
and tours of the facility will 
be given after the ceremony is 
complete. 

“We want everyone to come 
out and see what we have,” 
Roeper said. “Hopefully we 
will have the opening ceremony 
on the 14th of October, because 
we want to get in here and start 
making runs from here.” 

The ribbon cutting ceremony 
date is still tentative and will be 
officially announced at a later 
date. 

First entering the building 
through the main door in the 
front, an office is located to the 
left side of the building and will 
serve as the main office for the 
facility. 

The building will also have 
men’s and women’s bathrooms, 
a mechanical room and a room 
designed to fill and service air 
tanks firefighters use during 
fires. Also on the left side of 
the building will be an evidence 
locker room in which Roeper 
will have the only key in order 
to preserve the chain of custody 
in regards to evidence in certain 
situations involving suspected 
fires that involve arson. 

There is an additional office 
for the training officers which 
will be equipped with computer 
hookups for training devices. 

“That will be a way to keep up 
with our records and have a way 
to have classes,” Roeper said. 
“Its really, really nice how they 
have laid everything out here. It’s 
all for the future.” 

In the back of the building, 
firefighters will have a training 
room big enough to perform 
training scenario exercises and 
have training classes. It also will 
include a kitchenette area across 
one wall, as well as telephone and 
a fax machine in order to receive 
run call sheets from dispatch. 

In the training room, 
computer/TV hook ups are 
placed on both sides of the room 
to give trainers the option of 
hooking their training devices to 
a television. 

“We wanted a room large 
enough to host large groups 
of people from other fire 
departments,” Roeper said. 

From that room, there are two 
accesses to the bay area which 
will hold the fire equipment and 
the fire trucks. 

“These are double bays where 
trucks can come in from both 
sides,” Roeper said. 

Also in the bay area, lockers

Achieve adequate 

amounts of vitamin D

Vitamin D has gotten a lot of media coverage lately as various 
studies have tied normal levels of vitamin D to certain health benefits 
and lack of the vitamin to certain diseases. While many of these cur¬ 
rent studies provide conflicting messages, it is generally understood 
that vitamin D is needed for optimal health. It helps us absorb cal¬ 
cium and phosphorus, so we can have strong bones and teeth. The 
vitamin also regulates the amount of calcium in our blood, helps 
strengthen our immune system and helps regulate cell growth. It also 
decreases the risk of falls in older adults by as much as 20 percent. A 
lack of vitamin D can cause your bones to soften and increases your 
risk of bone fractures. 

Our exposed skin produces vitamin D from sun exposure. Our 
bodies do not need a lot of sun exposure to help us reach our recom¬ 
mended daily amount. About 15 minutes in the sun three times a 
week is enough. 

Individuals who have certain skin diseases may not be able to get 
adequate amounts of vitamin D, as they need to limit their skin’s ex¬ 
posure to the sun. People with dark skin, older adults and overweight 
individuals may not be able to produce adequate amounts of vitamin 
D with sun exposure alone. Winter sunlight is also not strong enough 
for any of us to get adequate amounts of vitamin D. We can get our 
daily-recommended amount of vitamin D by adding foods to our di¬ 
ets that naturally contain vitamin D or are fortified with the vitamin. 

Eatty fish such as salmon, cod and tuna naturally contain high 
levels of vitamin D. The vitamin is also found in egg yolks in smaller 
quantities. Eoods fortified with vitamin D include most milk, some 
orange juices, yogurt, cheese, cereal, bread and soy drinks. A refer¬ 
ence to vitamin D is usually only found on food labels of fortified 
foods. 

Vitamin D supplements are also available for those deficient in the 
vitamin. Check with your doctor before adding any kind of supple¬ 
ment to your diet.

the mail, was the one for the Lan¬ 
guage Arts books. 

Reeves said one of the things 
that flagged the invoice as pho¬ 
ney was that it didn’t contain a 
RO. (purchase order) number 
and credited the school district’s 
“good internal controls” for 
catching the scam as bogus. 

“We were probably among 
the first group of schools that 
received the fake invoice,” 
said Reeves, adding that a few 
schools that had received the 
exact same phoney invoices had 
probably paid it. 

Spears said that when the fake 
invoice arrived, he contacted 
CCHS Principal Sheldon Harlan 
and when it was learned through 
other sources at the school that 
no such textbooks had been or¬ 
dered, they reported the invoice 
to authorities. 

Spears said the invoice 
“looked very authentic,” and was 
from Scholastic School Supply 
and was postmarked from Las 
Vegas, Nevada. It was for the 
Language Arts Practice books in 
the amount of $688.40. 

Spears said he reported the in¬ 
voice as a scam online and also 
had conducted a Google search 
and found a list of other schools 
that had also received the fake 
invoices and had reported it as a 
scam. 

The website, leojames.word- 
press, com also contained a list of 
complaints that had been posted 
about the fake company. 

Spears also noted that the 
name, as reported in the Attorney 
General’s alert to schools in Ken¬ 
tucky, was similar to Scholastics, 
Inc. which is a legitimate supply 
company for school materials. 

He further said that the district 
had also been targeted by an¬ 
other scammer and also was red 
flagged, that being one that posed 
as a Postage Meter Company. 

Fortunately, most school dis¬ 
tricts, including Clinton County, 
discovered the invoices as being 
bogus, did not pay it, and report¬ 
ed it to the proper investigators. 


Schools nationwide, includ¬ 
ing at least one school in Ken¬ 
tucky, have received invoices in 
the mail from Scholastic School 
Supply for books they never or¬ 
dered. The bogus invoices are 
from $647.50 for the bulk pur¬ 
chase of “English-Language Arts 
Practice Books” or $388.50 for 
Mark Workbooks. The Better 
Business Bureau received a com¬ 
plaint on August 20 and has since 
received 90 complaints from 
schools in 27 states. Attempts to 
contact the company have failed. 
Additionally, the phone invoices 
list an address in either Las Ve¬ 
gas, Nevada or Sewell, New Jer¬ 
sey, which are both mail drops. 

“At a time when our schools 
are undertaking massive reforms 
to better prepare children for suc¬ 
cess in college and careers, it is 
unfortunate they now have to 
contend with scam artists who 
seek to undermine their work 
and the progress of our children,” 
Education Commissioner Terry 
Holliday said. “I urge school per¬ 
sonnel to be vigilant in examin¬ 
ing all vendor invoices to ensure 
they are legitimate before paying 
them, and ask them to report any 
suspicious invoices to the Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General’s Office 
and the Better Business Bureau. 
I applaud the Attorney General’s 
Office for being proactive in this 
matter, and alerting us to this 
scam so that we can ensure that 
no Kentucky schools are caught 
up in its deception.” 

In an invoice scam, the scam¬ 
mer generally sends a phoney 
invoice hoping the organization 
will pay before realizing it never 
ordered or received the products. 
Scammers often use names that 
are similar to well-known busi¬ 
nesses to make their scams seem 
legitimate. In this case, the fake 
invoices are from Scholastic 
School Supply, a name similar 
to Scholastic Inc., a supplier of 
educational materials. Scholastic 
Inc., has issued a statement re¬ 
garding the fraudulent use of its 
name and trademarks. 

“The BBB has heard from 
schools and school districts 
across the country that have re¬ 
ceived this phoney invoice, in¬ 
cluding schools in Kentucky and 
Indiana,” said Charles Mattingly, 
president and CEO of the BBB 
serving Louisville, Indiana and 
Western Kentucky. “The scam¬ 


mers are maliciously sending 
this invoice at exactly the time 
when schools are likely to be 
paying for legitimate book or¬ 
ders.” 

Schools and other organiza¬ 
tions should remember the fol¬ 
lowing tips to avoid potential 
scams: 

* Encourage your flnancial 
staff to watch for invoice scams. 

* Make sure the invoice is 
coming from a valid source. 

* Check out the company that 
is sending the invoice.

for each of the 23 volunteer flre- 
flghters will be placed on a wall 
which will house their Are suits 
and any other equipment they 
have. 

Roeper said this building was 
built for the future meaning at 
some point, a mandatory fire¬ 
house will likely have to be es¬ 
tablished. 

“At some point, there will 
have to be a full time Are depart¬ 
ment. Probably not in my time, 
but this is built for the future,” 
Roeper said. “Twenty to 25 
years from now, it will probably 
be mandatory this be a full time 
department. When that happens, 
we are going to put a winding 
staircase and that will lead to the 
living quarters above the offices 
and bathrooms.” 

The space is big enough to 
have both a men’s and women’s 
bunk area, which would be the 
second floor of the building. 

In the bay area, located at the 
top of the room, are fans with 
sensors that kick on if the room 
is filled with carbon monoxide. 

“When the trucks Are up in 
here, it automatically kicks on 
and pulls the carbon monoxide 
out,” Roeper said. “Everything in 
here has been built by code and 
it’s built for the future and will 
suit us well.” 

Roeper said the building is 
amazing and he is excited to see 
it complete and to start having 
runs from the new location. 

“The city and county needs a 
pat on the back for getting a fa-

cility like this at no extra cost in 
taxes from the citizens,” Roeper 
said. “There is nobody anywhere 
close who has a facility that 
holds a light to this one.” 

The bay is big enough to 
house most of the vehicles the 
department has which will mini¬ 
mize the amount of weather de¬ 
terioration that can occur when 
tmcks are parked outside and are 
exposed to the weather elements 
for long periods of time. 

Roeper said he has been a 
member of the Albany Fire De¬ 
partment for 37 years and he nev¬ 
er thought a town this size would 
have a facility like this. 

“It is more than a dream for an 
area this size,” Roeper said. “It’s 
something I didn’t ever believe 
we would have. I don’t know 
what you would have to do for 
us to outgrow this building.

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The Cumberland County Fis¬ 
cal Court met in regular session 
on September 9 with a packed 
house. 

The Cumberland County Ag¬ 
riculture Committee met on Sep¬ 
tember 8 and agreed to present 
changes in the poultry ordinance 
as requested by Keystone Foods, 
to the fiscal court. They had pre¬ 
viously met on August 19 to dis¬ 
cuss the changes and on August 
26 voted in favor of the changes, 
but voted again on September 8 
due to the August 26 meeting not 
being properly advertised. The 
results were basically the same. 
The committee approved the 
changes with eight voting yes 
and three abstaining. 

The fiscal court had sched¬ 
uled a special call meeting on 
September 2 to discuss the mat¬ 
ter, but cancelled it before it be¬ 
gan. Cumberland County Judge/ 


Executive John Phelps said there 
were some who felt the meeting 
was not properly advertised, so 
the meeting was not held. 

At the meeting on September 
9, over 20 individuals spoke to 
the court about their concerns 
with the poultry ordinance, either 
in favor of the changes the court 
was considering or against. 

After over an hour of audi¬ 
ence comments, Kim McCoy, 
a representative of the Cumber¬ 
land County Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee, presented the changes 
recommended by the committee 
to the court. 

The changes recommended 
by the committee were: 

* Changing the number of 
chicken houses a producer can 
have on their property from two 
to four houses. 

* Changing the amount of 
birds per house from 23,000 to 
25, 000. 

* Changing the minimum feet 
from a residence from 2,500 feet 
to 1,500 feet. 

* Removal of the agricultural 
zone wording from the ordi¬ 
nance. 


The committee also said that 
the producer must live on the 
property where the chicken hous¬ 
es were located. 

The court approved the re¬ 
quests and accepted the changes 
to the ordinance with a unani¬ 
mous vote. 

The amended ordinance will 
have its first reading at the regu¬ 
lar October 14 fiscal court meet¬ 
ing. 



The U.S. Department of 
Transportation has awarded 
funds for improvements at the 
Wayne County Airport. The 
$153,000 Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration (FAA) grant will 
support the rehabilitation of the 
airport’s runway, according to an 
announcement made recently by 
U.S. Congressman Hal Rogers. 

“Investing in our small air¬ 
ports in southern and eastern 
Kentucky is a key component 
to transportation safety and eco¬ 
nomic development opportuni¬ 
ties in our region,” said Rogers. 
“This grant will go a long way 
toward improving safety at the 
Wayne County Airport and en¬ 
suring the runway is in top condi¬ 
tion for air travel in our region.” 

The FAA grant will provide 
funding to design the rehabilita¬ 
tion of the existing runway pave¬ 
ment that is currently deteriorat¬ 
ing. 

Grants are awarded through 
the Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration (FAA), a part of the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
for the safety of civil aviation. 
The Airport Improvement Pro¬ 
gram (AIP) provides grants for 
the planning and development 
of public-use airports, including 
improvements related to enhanc¬ 
ing airport safety, capacity, secu¬ 
rity, and environmental concerns. 

For small primary, reliever 
and general aviation airports, 
such as those in southeastern 
Kentucky, the grant covers 90 to

Wayne County Sheriff Charles 
Boston is warning local residents 
about a telephone scam that has 
been occurring in the last week. 

As part of the scam, a caller 
will state they are with the sher¬ 
iff’s office and then explain that 
there is a summons or complaint 
against the individual that they 
are calling. 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department never calls request¬ 
ing that a person send money to 
take care of any type of criminal 
complaint. 

Boston reminds local resi¬ 
dents to never given out personal 
information over the phone to 
anyone that has contacted you. 


Wayne County Fiscal Court 
learned more about the five 
available options for natural gas 
service in the county, during a 
meeting held on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 11. 

Magistrates received a copy of 
the natural gas feasibility study 
that was recently completed by 
Bell Engineering. The study 
looked at all viable options for 
bringing natural gas service to a 
common point in Wayne County, 
explained Kelly Gillespie, presi¬ 
dent of Bell Engineering. 

The next step will be a ques¬ 
tionnaire that will be sent to po¬ 
tential industrial customers in 
the county. This will allow Bell 
Engineering to determine the ini¬ 
tial demand for natural gas ser¬ 
vice and it will help local leaders 
make a more informed decision 
regarding which of the options is 
more feasible. 

Gillespie said that there is a 
total of 7,400 potential residen¬ 
tial customers and 774 potential 
industrial and commercial cus¬ 
tomers in Wayne County. But he 
explained that similar projects 
in other communities are geared 
toward larger industrial custom¬ 
ers since they tend to realize the 
greatest savings in power costs. 

He said that normally a new 
natural gas system will grow 
from industrial and commercial 
users to residential users. 

Gillespie said the question¬ 


naire, which will be sent in the 
next few weeks, will include 
about six or seven questions and 
will take only a few minutes to 
complete. Once that data is col¬ 
lected, a final report will come 
back to the fiscal court, accord¬ 
ing to Gillespie. He noted that 
natural gas service is a vital tool 
in industrial recruitment, since it 
provides a power source that is 
significantly more cost effective 
than electricity. 


U.S. Senate Republican Lead¬ 
er Mitch McConnell recently in¬ 
troduced legislation to direct the 
U.S. Secretary of the Interior to 
evaluate the feasibility of includ¬ 
ing the Mill Springs Battlefield, 
located in southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky, in the National Park Sys¬ 
tem. 

Legislation is required to 
designate the site as a National 
Park. However, a completed 
and favorable feasibility study, 
which is what Senator McCon¬ 
nell’s legislation calls for, makes 
a final National Park designation 
easier to achieve. Such a desig¬ 
nation for the battlefield would 
help preserve the battlefield, as 
well as compliment the region’s 
strong tourist attractions, includ¬ 
ing Lake Cumberland. 


House Appropriations Chair¬ 
man Hal Rogers introduced and 
the U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives passed, identical legislation 
earlier this year. 

In the 112th Congress, Sena¬ 
tors McConnell and Rand Paul 
introduced a resolution that was 
enacted commemorating the 
150th anniversary of the Battle 
of Mill Springs and recognizing 
the significance of the Civil War 
combat that took place there. 

When introducing the resolu¬ 
tion, Senator McConnell talked 
about the importance of the Battle 
of Mill Springs, “On January 19, 
1863, the Battle of Mill Springs 
spilled across Pulaski and Wayne 
Counties in southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky. It was the second-largest 
battle to take place in the State, 
and involved over 10,000 sol¬ 
diers. More importantly, it was 
the first significant Union victory 
to happen in what was then con¬ 
sidered the western theater of the 
Civil War. The Union’s victory 
meant that the main Confederate 
defense line that had been an¬ 
chored in eastern Kentucky was 
broken, freeing Union soldiers to 
move through Kentucky and into 
Tennessee. One hundred fifty 
years later, this battle is still a vi¬ 
tal story in our Nation’s history.”

The team moves to 3-2 on the 
year. 

Head Coach Jamie Miller 
said he was disappointed in the 
toss Friday night and his team 
will work hard this week to try 
and eliminate some of the mental 
mistakes that took place Friday 
aight. 

“After reviewing the game, 
it’s not so much what we did, it’s 
what we didn’t do,” Miller said. 
They had some great athletes 
and I knew going into Friday 
aight’s game they were going to 
be athletic. We did make some 
adjustments at halftime and the 
score was tied for the second 
half. We dug ourself a hole in the 


first half.” 

Miller said he felt like his 
team moved the ball well on of¬ 
fense during the night, but turn¬ 
overs played a key factor in Clin¬ 
ton County’s loss. 

“It kind of makes it tough,” 
Miller said. “Our first posses¬ 
sion, first play of the game we 
fumble the ball. It just kind of 
set the tempo. It’s just frustrat¬ 
ing.

They 
felt like they could move the ball 
and they did. I think they realized 
that when they have turnovers it 
hurts.” 

This week, Clinton County 
will host Metcalfe County in the 
final home game of a five-game 
stretch.

“Metcalfe County is a little 
down from what they were in 
the past.

season,” Miller said. “They are 
not going to be as quick as we’ve 
seen. They have a good running 
back who is good-sized, but their 
quarterback is not as mobile, 
which that is what has hurt us in 
past games.” 

Miller said Metcalfe is old 
school and will run straight 
smash mouth football. 

“We have to make sure we 
take care of the football,” Miller 
said. “We can’t fall behind. We 
play a lot better when we are 
ahead.

all felonies Rex Chapman. 

The news in Kentucky is an¬ 
other blow-to-the-brain for the 
good-hearted across our state 
who revere basketball heroes. 
Good folks who’ve already been 
slapped in their collective face by 
a Dan Issel bankruptcy; Derrick 
Miller, then Ed Davender, then 
Richie Farmer gone to prison. 

The fall of one-time wonder 
boy Chapman is more than sad, 
it’s hateful news. The kind that 
fuels anger and resignation we 
normally expect from negative- 
attack politicians desperate to get 
elected. 

Pinnacle to puzzling 

I believe, the pinnacle of 
Chapman’s basketball life hap¬ 
pened before the nickname King 
Rex (bad idea) stuck. Before the 
celebrity and fame, and before 
big money too. 

Winter 1985 -86, Chapman 
and his Owensboro Apollo team 
made a 32-minute showtime, 
sailed through a 25-5 season. The 
Skinny One high jumped oppo¬ 
nents, floated down the lane, was 
ball-in-hand magical, a veritable 
wizard. The Skinny One made 
college recruiters drool, NBA 


scouts too. 

In spring 1986, after pock¬ 
eting a Mr. Basketball Award, 
things began to go south. Here 
came the ugliness. Skin color and 
show-me-the-money. Basketball 
was business. 

V Chapman wanted to play 
for Denny Crum at Louisville, 
but was persuaded his economic 
future would be better served at 
Kentucky. Two years on, at 21, 
he would be rich, eighth pick 
in the NBA Draft by Charlotte, 
would average 16.9 points as a 
rookie. 

V In 1986 UK returned three 
starters from a 32-4 season. 
Leading scorer the following 
season (18-11), freshman Chap¬ 
man. His media share spawned 
hints of team discord and resent¬ 
ment. 

V Following year, with NCAA 
sanctions imminent, and suffo¬ 
cating hero-worship and grum¬ 
blings about his dating habits. 
Chapman led the 25-5 Wildcats 
with 19 points a game. He left 
UK. 

Then, strangely, a string of 
puzzling remarks from Wonder 
Boy left some of us scratching 
our heads. 

V In 2005 Chapman uttered 
his first absurdity - that Allan 
Houston and Derek Anderson 
were overlooked by Kentucky 
sportswriters in high school be¬ 
cause they were black. 

V Turning darkly, he told a re¬ 
porter his going to UK was seen 
as “the great white hope.” 

In truth, Houston, two-time 
all-state and Mr. Basketball in 
1989, seldom saw a Louisville 
newspaper or television news 
cycle without his name included. 
Wade Houston’s kid was praised 
by media then and arguably still 
rates as the finest high school 
player in Kentucky history. 

Anderson, a star at Doss High, 
was like a long list of in-state 
high schoolers before and since, 
labeled too skinny and a ‘tween- 
er by coaches at UK and UofL. 
He signed with Ohio State, trans¬ 
ferred to Kentucky and earned 
his way to fame, prosperity and a 
UK degree in pharmacy. 

And his great-white-hope 
idea was a cynical notion from a 
minority of miserable racists he 
chose to validate. 

Chapman’s assessments were, 
to be kind, puzzling. 

Fast forward to March, 2014. 
Chapman’s mouth went flapping 
again. Citing a reliable source, he 
guaranteed the next Los Ange¬ 
les Lakers coach would be John 
Calipari. When media scrutiny 
grew hot. Chapman retreated and 
went silent. 

Then came August in Scotts¬ 
dale. Chapman allegedly started 
stealing things. His arrest last 
week, the shame and embarrass¬ 
ment that comes with it, is hard 
to swallow. 

But, wait for it: Redefini¬ 
tion of Kentucky’s wonder boy 
- Sports Illustrated big seller in, 
say, 2018.

That’s the old news. The feel¬ 
good news is in Pittsburgh.

A record 51 wins at home made 
for a new attendance high, 2.4- 
plus million paying customers. 
And, the Feel Good of feel good 
stories of the year - utility man 
Josh Harrison (.318 at the week¬ 
end) rose to be a contender for a 
league batting title.

Fall invaders 


As the weather begins to turn cool, some insects begin to look 
for cracks and crevices to bury into, in preparation to overwinter. 
You may see large numbers of insects on the South and West side of 
your home or outbuildings. The insects are congregating on surfaces 
warmed by the sun. 

Some insects are drawn to contrasting colors and shapes from the 
surrounding environment, which can inadvertently attract them to 
homes and outbuildings. 

Homeowners should begin to think about pest proofing the home. 
Think of it in terms of reducing energy loss, sealing up cracks where 
air can escape will also help reduce the amount of insects that can 
enter. 

While it is virtually impossible to seal up all the access points, 
focus on areas where vertical surfaces meet horizontal surfaces, such 
as around the eaves. 

Also look for areas where plumbing or electrical services go 
through walls, garage door seals can also be problem areas. The in¬ 
sects are looking for a crack or crevice to get in to overwinter, if the 
crack or crevice leads into the house, the insect will be active inside 
the house due to the warm temperatures. 

Some examples of accidental fall invaders are; boxelder bugs, 
brown marmorated stink bugs, crickets, face/cluster flies, lady bee¬ 
tles, and millipedes. 

The multicolored Asian lady beetle seems to be the most common 
here in Clinton County. 

The multi colored Asian lady beetle has been in Kentucky for 
about twenty years now, and becomes an accidental invader in homes 
quite often, generally in October during sunny days after periods of 
cool temps. 

It is an aphid and scale predator, and can usually be found search¬ 
ing for these on trees and other plants. They do not reproduce in¬ 
doors, nor do they attack wood, food, or clothing. However, they 
can stain walls and ceilings if smashed and will emit an acrid odor. 

If found indoors, the best method to remove them is by using a 
vacuum or sweeping them up, some individuals have been found to 
be allergic to them so avoid touching your eyes after handling the 
beetles. 

As stated above, taking steps to help reduce the number entering 
the home by sealing up cracks is the best method of keeping them 
outdoors. 

While sealing cracks and crevices is a more permanent solution, 
outdoor barrier treatments can also be used. Pest proofing can be 
supplemented by an exterior treatment with an insecticide. 

Homeowners will get the most for their efforts by applying longer- 
lasting liquid formulations containing synthetic pyrethroids such as 
Spectracide Triazicide, Ortho Home Defense, and Bayer Advanced 
Multi-insect Killer. 

These can usually be picked up at the local hardware/lawn and 
garden shops. Spraying a couple of feet out from the foundation and 
up the walls a couple of feet as well will help provide a barrier. 

Use caution, and always consult the label, as some products may 
cause staining or the residue may discolor the treated areas. 

Taking the time to seal up cracks and using a barrier insecticide 
around the outside of homes will help lower the chances of having 
large numbers accidental fall invading insects to deal with this win¬ 
ter.

In discussion on a road de¬ 
partment issue, Judge/Executive 
Lyle Huff noted the state has ap¬ 
proved some of the magistrates’ 
recommended roads for repair 
work, noting there was about 
$200,000 in funds available 
from the state on the projects. 
A motion to give the judge pre¬ 
approval to go forward with ac¬ 
cepting the funds and having the 
work done passed by unanimous 
vote. 

Judge Huff then told the court 
that new Lake Cumberland Com¬ 
munity Action Agency Coordi¬ 
nator Tammy Whittenburg had 
requested office space that was 
formerly used by the Workforce 
Development Cabinet, to provide 
more privacy for LCCAA clients. 
Magistrate Hershell Key made a 
motion to allow the LCCAA to 
use the office for a one-year free 
period, renewable October 1 of 
each year with court approval. 
The motion passed unanimously. 

The court also voted to draw 
up an ordinance setting the elec¬ 
trical inspector’s fee schedule, 
which County Attorney Michael 
Rains said needed to be done by 
ordinance. The court had recent¬ 
ly renewed Jackie Spears as the 
county’s inspector, and voted, on 
a motion by Magistrate Mickey 
Riddle, to draw up an ordinance 
setting the fees, with first reading 
to be held in October. 

911 Mapping and Addressing 
Coordinator Andy Davis then 


addressed the court about the 
additional mapping and naming 
of roads in the county due to the 
completion of the 127 Bypass. 
(A separate article on the map¬ 
ping and addressing issue can be 
found beginning on page 1.) 

Director of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Lonnie Scott then discussed 
several issues with the court, 
first telling them that a $33,000 
Homeland Security grant for 
run sheet software needed to be 
closed out by the end of October. 
Other grant applications, he not¬ 
ed, should be closed by the end 
of the calendar year. 

He also said an eight-county 
area, including Clinton, has ap¬ 
plied for a $1.4 million grant to 
upgrade computer systems for 
all the emergency service facili¬ 
ties in those counties, but added 
the maintenance cost would be 
around $6,000 per year on the 
equipment. 

Scott also requested that 
while dirt was being moved to 
accommodate the new fire sta¬ 
tion, that the bank near the EMS 
and Air Evac facility be shaved 
down to allow for more parking 
space. This led to a motion being 
made, and passing unanimously, 
to have the owner of the fuel tank 
at the site remove the tank from 
the property. 

The EMS director further 
noted the need for new carpet, or 
tile, throughout the facility, es¬ 
pecially the dispatch and confer¬ 
ence rooms. The court directed 
Judge Huff to obtain some esti¬ 
mates for such tile or carpet. 

Some magistrates, including 
Ricky Craig and Patty Guinn, 
then questioned Scott in refer¬ 
ence to grant applications, about 
tornado warning sirens and safe 
rooms. 

Scott noted there was a pend-

there were several yet to go. He 
asked the magistrates’ assistance 
in speaking to their constituents 
to come up with a consensus for 
road names in each district af¬ 
fected, most of which will be 
those connected to the town vot¬ 
ing precincts in districts one and 
five. In areas where residents 
can’t agree on a name, the map¬ 
ping and addressing office will 
assign one. 

Judge/Executive Lyle Huff 
noted the state, due to the bypass, 
has turned over several former 
state roads to the county and it 
will be the county’s responsibil¬ 
ity to keep up with the roads, and 
where applicable, maintain them. 
However, the state does reim¬ 
burse counties some funding for 
maintenance based on the num¬ 
ber of miles in the county road 
system. 

Some magistrates are con¬ 
cerned about the cost of having 
to maintain the extra number 
of roads that will now be in the 
county road system, especially 
areas that are short in length and 


come to dead end areas. 

The Department of Trans¬ 
portation’s District 8 office in 
Somerset recently forwarded an 
“Official Order (with number) 
making specific changes in the 
State Primary Road System and 
County Road System relative to 
all the roads. 

In a memorandum from Bruce 
Neely with the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, it noted 
the highway commissioner and 
legal services had accepted the 
official order “that will accept 
the newly constructed US 127, 
including the Bypass, and the 
alignment and/or relocation of 
several State Routes into the 
State Primary Road System.” 
“Also, this officially will elimi¬ 
nate and transfer to the Clin¬ 
ton County Eiscal Court...listed 
roads that were reconstructed 
and/or bypassed as part of the US 
127 reconstruction project.” 

The lengthy document de¬ 
tailed roads in the State Primary 
System, State Secondary System 
and Rural Secondary System that 
will continue to be maintained 
by the state as well as about 30 
roads, or roadways off the bypass 
that the county will now have in 
its system. 

At last week’s meeting, it 
was decided that each magistrate

ing grant for additional warning 
sirens through Hazard and Miti¬ 
gation, but noted funds from that 
agency usually aren’t awarded 
until after a natural disaster in the 
state has been declared. He also 
noted the county could again ap¬ 
ply for safe rooms, or safe hous¬ 
es, that houses people during 
severe weather or other natural 
disasters. 

Magistrate Craig said that re¬ 
cently Russell County had been 
funded for several of the safe 
rooms. Scott, who said he was 
disappointed about not being 
approved, noted that Clinton, 
Cumberland and Russell coun¬ 
ties all had applied for funding 
at the same time, but only Rus¬ 
sell County received money and 
Clinton and Cumberland were 
left out. 

Scott also noted that EMS was 
still waiting on a chassis to be 
rebuilt to fit into one of the am¬ 
bulances in its fieet but due to the 
model of the vehicle and other is¬ 
sues it may take awhile. This dis¬ 
cussion led judge Huff to ques¬ 
tion both Scott and Sheriff Rick 
Riddle about the mileage on their 
vehicles. Both indicated that al¬ 
most all of them had high mile¬ 
age, and Riddle indicated one 
patrol car was in need of some 
repairs. No officials action were 
taken but it appears the county 
may have to consider emergency 
vehicle purchases in the future. 

Chief Scott also said the Code 
Red automatic phone alert sys¬ 
tem was to be tested early this 
week and a separate article on 
that system will be published 
next week. 

Einally, Judge Huff ques¬ 
tioned magistrates about what 
should be done with the dirt piled 
up where construction of the new 
Albany Eire Department build- 


would look at effected county 
roads in each respective district 
and try to get an official road 
name for the mapping and ad¬ 
dressing and possibly take up 
the issue again at next month’s 
meeting since the work needs 
to be completed as soon as pos¬ 
sible.

Satchel Paige pitches three innings at age 59 

September 85, 1965 

On September 25, 1965, the Kansas City Athletics start ageless wonder Satchel Paige in a game 
against the Boston Red Sox. The 59-year-old Paige, a Negro League legend, proved his greatness once 
again by giving up only one hit in his three innings of play. 

Leroy Page was born on July 7, 1906, in Mobile, Alabama. Page’s family changed the spelling 
of their name to Paige to differentiate themselves from John Page, Leroy’s absent and abusive father. 
“Satchel” got his nickname as a boy while working as a luggage carrier at the Mobile train station. When 
he was 12, his constant truancy coupled with a shoplifting incident got him sent to the Industrial School 
for Negro Children in Mount Meigs, Alabama. It turned out to be a lucky break, as it was there that Paige 
learned to pitch. After leaving the school, he turned pro. 

From 1927 to 1948 Paige served as the baseball equivalent of a hired gun: He pitched for any team 
in the United States or abroad that could afford him. He was the highest paid pitcher of his time, and he 
wowed crowds with the speed of his fastball, his trick pitches and his considerable bravado. Just for fun, 
Paige would sometimes call in his outfield and then strike out the side. From 1939 to 1942, the Kansas 
City Monarchs paid up for his services and were justly rewarded: Paige led the team to four consecutive 
Negro American League pennants from 1939 to 1942. In the 1942 Negro League World Series, Satchel 
won three games in a four-game sweep of the Homestead Grays, led by famed slugger Josh Gibson. 

Paige’s contract was bought by Bill Veeck’s Cleveland Indians on July 7, 1948, his 42nd birthday. 
He made his major league debut two days later, entering in the fifth inning against the St. Louis Browns 
with the Indians trailing 4-1. He gave up two singles in two innings, striking one man out and inducing 
one batter to hit into a double play. The Indians lost the game 5-3 in spite of Paige’s contribution. That 
year Satchel Paige went 6-1 with a solid 2.48 ERA for the World Champion Cleveland Indians and was 
named to Major League Baseball’s All-Star Team for the American League in 1952 and 1953, when he 
was 46 and 47 years old respectively. 

On September 25,1965, Paige’s three innings for the Kansas City Athletics made him, at 59 years, 2 
months and 18 days, the oldest pitcher ever to play a game in the major leagues. Before the game, Paige 
sat in the bullpen in a rocking chair while a nurse rubbed liniment into his pitching arm for the entire 
crowd to see. Any doubts about Paige’s ability were put to rest when he set down each of the Red Sox 
batters he faced except for Carl Yastremski, who hit a double. 

Arguably the greatest pitcher of his era, Paige was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1971. 


Reporter Judith Miller released from prison 

September 89, 8005 

On this day in 2005, New York Times reporter Judith Miller is released from a federal detention 
center in Alexandria, Virginia, after agreeing to testify in the investigation into the leaking of the identity 
of covert CIA officer Valerie Plame. Miller had been behind bars since July 6,2005, for refusing to reveal 
a confidential source and testify before a grand jury that was looking into the so-called Plame Affair. She 
decided to testify after the source she had been protecting, I. Lewis “Scooter” Libby, Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s chief of staff, signed a waiver giving her permission to speak. 

The Plame Affair dates back to a July 6, 2003 op-ed piece for the New York Times written by for¬ 
mer U.S. diplomat Joseph Wilson, Plame’s husband. In it, Wilson questioned the Bush Administration’s 
reasons for going to war in Iraq. Later that month, on July 14, undercover agent Valerie Plame’s identity 
was revealed in a newspaper column by Robert Novak. Wilson’s claim that the disclosure was retalia¬ 
tion by the White House for his op-ed piece sparked an investigation in December 2003 led by special 
prosecutor Patrick Fitzgerald. A 1982 law made it illegal to reveal information about a covert agent to 
anyone not authorized to receive such classified information. 

Fitzgerald interviewed President George W. Bush, Vice President Cheney and other top administra¬ 
tion officials, along with various journalists. Although Miller hadn’t written an article about Plame, she 
did meet with Libby shortly after Wilson’s op-ed piece was published and Fitzgerald believed Miller had 
information that was relevant to his investigation. 

After 85 days in jail. Miller was released and testified before a grand jury that prior to the Novak 
column, she had several discussions with Scooter Libby in which he talked about Plame. On November 
9 of that same year. Miller announced her retirement from the Times after a 28-year career with the 
newspaper. 

On March 6, 2007, Scooter Libby was convicted of obstruction of justice, perjury and making false 
statements to federal investigators in the Plame investigation. In June, he was sentenced to 30 months 
in federal prison and fined $250,000. However, one month later, on July 2, President George W. Bush 
commuted Libby’s prison term before the ex-White House aide served any time.

Bookmobile presented to Clinton County 

Clinton County’s new Bookmobile has been delivered and the traveling library soon will be rolling 
along the county’s roads. 

The presentation was made at the Kentucky State Fairgrounds here before 7,000 spectators that 
filled the grandstand and surrounding area. 

Governor Lawrence W. Wetherby, on behalf of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, turned the Book¬ 
mobile over to Clinton County’s representative, Robert Polston. 

Standing by as he did so was Paul Hughes, representing Sears, Roebuck and Company, donor of the 
Bookmobile. 

A total of 84 Bookmobiles representing 86 counties were turned over to individual counties at the 
mass presentation. Of these 84, six bought by the Project were already in use. There are funds on hand 
for about 12 more and the Kentucky Bookmobile Project hopes soon to get Bookmobiles into the re¬ 
maining counties that desire them. 

The ceremonies climaxed a 19-month drive that saw $300,000 raised by private subscription for the 
purchase of the Bookmobiles and their stock and books. The hope of the Kentucky Bookmobile Project 
was to raise the state to the top in providing free library services from its former position of 47th among 
the 48 states. 

The presentation of the Bookmobiles followed brief addresses by the four leaders of the Project, 
Mrs. Barry Bingham, project chairman; Harry W. Schater, finance, campaign chairman and originator of 
the idea of a mobile library system; Barney J. Lenihan, member of the Project’s executive committee; 
and Paul Hughes, Sr., member of the executive committee and president of Friends of Kentucky Librar¬ 
ies. 

Tennessean found guilty in sla3ring 

Virgil Nichols, a Tennessee constable, was found guilty last week of voluntary man slaughter in the 
fatal shooting of a Kentuckian in Kentucky-Tennesse border dispute. 

The jury recommended a sentence of 21 years after 2 1/2 hours of deliberation. 

Clinton Circuit Judge Terril A. Wilson will delay sentencing until after arguments for a new trial by 
defense attorneys are heard. 

Nichols, constable of Pickett County, Tennessee, was convicted in the killing of Virgil Dowdy, 26, 
at the tiny community of Static, on the Kentucky side of the state line. 

Pickett County Sheriff Cull Amonett was also indicted in the killing, but only Nichols has been tried. 
At an examining trial last July for the two officers and Pickett County Deputy Sheriff Charlie Sells, testi¬ 
mony indicated that the three officers crossed the state line in a search of a Tennessee bad-check suspect. 

Witnesses said in Nichols’ trial that the constable shined a fiashlight into a crowd of men at Static. 
A scuffle resulted, during which Dowdy was shot. 

The main contention in the trial was over which of the two men was the aggressor. The jury found 
that Nichols was guilty of voluntary manslaughter in the heat of passion.
